With a dozen known cases of 
measles and a number of other 
pupils kept from school under 
observation, Sierra Madre is 
sharing in the epidemic of meas- j 
les whicn has been prevailing in 
various Southern California Cit¬ 
ies. 

All the known cases have been

among pupils of Miss Gardner s 
room at the public school, child¬ 
ren about nine or ten years of 1 
age. All seem to be due to fail¬ 
ure to report the first cases 
promptly to the health officers 
according to law so that Lie 
proper piecautions snouid be 
taken, i'he lailuie to report 
seems to have been due tc nns- 
understanding. 

Kindergarten Closed 

As a matter of precaution the 
kindergarten department has 
ueen closed. Dr. Mackerras, tne 
city health olhcer, has ordered 
mat the primary departments ol 
tne Sunday schools ue also, until 
lurther notice. 

Close watch is kept on all 
scnool pupils by the teachers, 
and Mrs. Jensen, municipal 
nurse, visits the school daily for 
inspection. Every pupil show¬ 
ing any symptoms, usually in 
t. e apparent lorni o fa cold, is 
sent home to await develop¬ 
ments. 

Must Be Reported 

Dr. Mackerras calls attention 
to the state law which requires 
that all infectious diseases, in¬ 
cluding measles, must be re- ^ 
ported in writing to the health 
oiiicer by the attending physi¬ 
cian, or if there be no physician, 
by the heads of the family. The 
report should give the name and 
age of the patient, address and 
character of disease. 

Costly Failure 

All the present trouble seems 1 
to be traceable to misunder- 1 
standing over the reporting of 
tne first case in the G. A. Ander¬ 
son family on Bonita Ave. As 
a result, no information of the 
appearance of measles in Sierra 
Madre reached the health officer 
for ten days, and no precautions 
were taken until a large number 
of children had been exposed. 

The Anderson children ap¬ 
peared to be suffering from colds 
but not severe enough to need a 
physician. Mrs. Jensen who 
happened to be making a pro¬ 
fessional visit near by was called 
in. She advised that a physician 
be called at once. Dr. koebs 
was accordingly called in, and 
upon being informed that the 
municipal nurse had inspected 
the cases assumed that the nec¬ 
essary report had been made. 
The result shows the necessity 
of securing prompt medical ad¬ 
vice in all suspicious cases and 
of running the risk of reporting 
more than once rather than 
omitting a report.

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The Value of a Dollar 

Spent In California 

Tne really great importance to every, town in California 
or their own residents spending even so small a sum as one 
dollar w.fh local merchants, instead of sending it away to 
tne mailorder houses, is strikingly illustrated by an account 
given b> Executive Secretary Chas. K. Thornburn, of the 
Home Industry League of California at the last meeting of 
Ine members. 

‘ ifearing about the successful manner in which the 
iiuy-at-ilome’ campaign is being conducted in California, 
said Mr. Thorburn, "tne Retal Merchants’ Association of 
one town decided to put to a practical test the actual pur¬ 
chasing power of a single dollar, and its uent-puynig capa¬ 
city, when kept at home and used in trade channels in the 
town where it was first earned. This compared to a similar 
dollar sent to Chicago for a mailorder, whence the dollar 
could never return to the town from which it was sent alter 
being first earned. 

"A dollar bill was labeled by the Merchants’ association, 
me luoel requested all receivers to spend it for nothing but 
home-grown or home-made goods at some local store; each 
tradesmi n receiving it to put his own name, amount of pur¬ 
chase and the date of receipt, on the label,—the man who 
received in on the 30th day to send it back to headquarters 
of the association which would give out a second dollar in its 
^Mce. 

‘ At the end of thirty days it was found that sixty-eight 
merchants in that small city had made as many sales in 
wideli this dollar had been used as payment, or part pay¬ 
ment, and of these sixty-eight trade beneficiaries two ol 
tnem were the owners of the two local semi-weekly news¬ 
papers, each of which in turn received it, at different times 
during the month, for the payment of a total of seven suu- 
scriptions.” 

The Home Industry Leag ue is now proposing that each 
member of the California Press association start a similar 
dollar bill circulation campaign in tfie communities where 
each of the editors lives, as a practical way of educating 
uieir local townspeople into appreciating the value to each 
of them the value of spending their money in their own 
towms, as well as subscribing for the local newspapers who 
are spending so much ol their hard-earned cash in teaching 
their feliow-citizens the value of "Buying-at-Home.”

Whenever you notice a street 
lamp that is not burning at night 
you will confor a favor on others 
as well as yourself if you will re¬ 
port it promptly to the city hall. 
Neither the city nor the Edison 
Company has any methed of de¬ 
termining when lights are out 
except by sucli reports and the 
personal observation of city of¬ 
ficials. “Outs” are always re¬ 
placed the same day reported if 
the report comes in early enough 
so if you happen to notice a light 
out of commission for two or 
three nights in succession you 
can just blame yourself for not 
reporting it the day after you 
first observed it.

The salary of the beginner, it 
is said, approximates £125 on 
the average. Most of the Y. M. 
C. A. graduates in assaying 
courses are the products of three 
to six months, while the mining 
engineering experts require two 
years of study.

His symphony 
is as representative as was the 
Bruckner symphony of the last 
pair of concerts. 

Ravel's works show another 
angle of modern composition, 
and will be received with much 
interest by lovers of the modern 
music, as he is regarded as one 
of the leading exponents of mod 
ern musical thought as contras¬ 
ted with tlrn more conventional 
school.

EDITORIAL CHAT 


NATION IS STIRRED PROFOUNDLY 

BY REVELATION OF GERMAN PLOTS 

The week’s revelations at Washington are so astounding 
as to jolt severely people who have been habitually asking 
“what next?” for some time. Reports of the German con¬ 
spiracy would be unbelievable but for White House con¬ 
firmation. Several facts of importance have developed by 
reason of the week’s happenings. 

It is well to note also that too many of our people have 
been in the habit of giving foreign governments credit for 
all the clever “inside work.” Although the exact source of 
the information is not divulged, there is evidence that the 
federal secret service is responsible and that the American 
government is not behind the rest in keeping informed as 
to the other fellow’s business. 

If any evidence were needed of the unity of Americans 
with relation to possible foreign foes, it has been supplied 
by the galvanizing of public sentiment into active suport 
of the president. 

The fact that President Wilson was in possession of the 
facts for some time without losing his head or being goaded 
into rash action is fresh commentary on the admirable 
poise he has maintained in all his diplomatic difficulties. 

Study of the attitude of congressmen is interesting. 
Just as the west supported President Wilson last November 
because he was a man of peace, so when the necessity is 
seen to appear, the west is most thoroughly united in the 
effort to give him a free hand in taking care of the situation. 

And just as the west has stood in the way of the pro¬ 
gram for compulsory military service in normal times, the 
west will lead in the furnishing of its quota of men if the 
real need appeals. 

The impossibility of bringing the Japanese govern¬ 
ment into conflict with the United States has been proven, 
as well as the weakness of a program of aggression through 
the instrumentality of Mexico.

PRICE-FIXING FOR MONOPOLY PRODUCTS 

Commenting on the action of the news print paper trust 
in asking the Federal Trade Commission to fix a fair price 
for its products, the California Outlook says: 

The action means not only an enormous saving to news¬ 
paper publishers( provided reasonable prices are fixed), but 
an entirely new function for the Federal Trade Commission. 
The petition of the Manufacturers and the action that will 
follow set a precedent for a great extension of the powers 
of this commission. Just what powers were given it in the 
law nobody seems to know. Few persons, however, have 
been rash enough to suggest that it had the one power 
which would justify its existence—the power to fix prices. 
Now comes a petition from a powerful trust in which the 
commission is asked to do that particular thing. It will of 
course comply; and the precedent will launch it on a course 
of fixing prices generally for monopolies. The incident is 
epochal. The Paper Trust, the Steel Trust, the Standard 
Oil Trust and other gigantic exploiters of the public will 
have their prices fixed for them by a Federal commission. 
By a happy turn of events a power which congress did not 
venture to give the Trade Commission comes to it. It is 
to be hoped that promptly and decisively it will exercise 
that power—in time extending its jurisdiction over every 
monopoly in the nation. We see no other remedy for the 
evils of monopoly price-fixing.

TOUCHING THE SPOT 

In San Francisco, according to the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor’s weekly news letter, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has attributed to high wages a falling off of the city’s 
manufacturing industries. Now comes the chamber’s own 
expert, Dr. D. B. Rastall, who declares, after an investiga¬ 
tion, in an address to the Labor Council, that it is the high 
cost of land in the business section, and not high wages, 
which is responsible. A similar investigation would have 
the same results in many other places. The business men of 
San Francisco who fought Singletax proposals have been do¬ 
ing all they could to commit industrial suicide.

ENDANGERING “PERSONAL LIBERTY” IN CHINA 

The Chinese opium trade may have an extention of life 
on account of unsettled conditions in China. An agreement 
between Great Britain and China in 1907 provided for a re- 
du<j£ion of 10 per cent a year of the opium imported into 
China, provided that the government of that country made 
a similar reduction in the amount grown in the Chinese Em¬ 
pire. Under this agreement the amount of British imports 
of opium into China dropped from 82,612 chests to 7,487 in 
1914. The Chinese revolution has made it impossible to 
carry out the opium law in its entirety, but the government 
has refused to extend the life of the opium monopoly.

Yearly report of the state tax commission came to hand 
this morning. Time has not permitted examination of the 
whole report, but the first glance caught this significant line 
I on the first page: “The commission finds that the state tax 
! system Is a failure. It is a week argument for any system 
’ of taxation merely to say that it raises enough revenue.” 
One need not be a Single Taxer to arrive at that conclusion. 


WITH SCISSORS AND PASTE 

WHAT ADVERTISING HAS DONE 

FOR THE CALIFORNIA ORANGE 

Here is the estimate of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange of the value of the advertising campaigns which 
have featured “Sunkist” brands, expressed in the “Sunkist 
Courier,” official organ of the association: 

How much, Mr. Grower, will you take for the name 
“Sunkist Oranges” or “Sunkist Lemons?” How many mil¬ 
lions in gold? We won’t set a definite price but seven 
figures are not ridiculously high. 

“Uneeda Biscuit” is figured as a $6,000,000 asset on the 
books of the National Biscuit Company. “Fairy Soup” and 
“The Gold Dust Twins” are $10,000,000 assets to the N. k. 
Fairbanks Company. Of course “Sunkist” may not be as 
well known as these other marks but 100 housewives know 
“Sunkist” to one that knows any other brand of oranges. 

Advertising has created this value. It works in the 
minds of all consumers and, though some people say that 
they do not believe in advertising, investigation soon shows 
that they are wearing and using advertised products. The 
average housewife knows what she is using and is careful to 
specify a brand of merchandise even though she is not sure 
j ust what prompted her to do so. 

Dealers are apt to be neutral on the matter of advertis¬ 
ing. If they sell advertised products it is became their cus¬ 
tomers ask for them. Dealers will not sell an article on 
which they do not make a profit and it is proper that they 
should refuse to do so. The margin of profit for the dealer 
is often smaller on an advertised product than it is on one 
which is not advertised but the former is sold more easily 
and rapidly because the customer is already half convinced. 
The dealer is merely following the line of least resistance 
and his total net profit is greater on advertised brands. 

A trade mark is one of the most indestructible and 
hard-working things on earth as long as the standard of 
quality of the article is not lowered. A trade mark gains 
its power from public opinion and can not be burned, lost or 
destroyed except by betraying this public trust. Adver¬ 
tising has a cumulative effect, every advertisement not only 
winning a few more customers but also holding those already 
won and encouraging them to ol der more of the product. 


HENEY’S WORK EFFECTIVE 

Hemet News:— The print paper robliers are coming 
down the tree. The government investigation, conducted 
by Francis J. Heney, has proved conclusively that there is 
no justification for the present high prices, and rather than 
go to jail tl^e manufacturers have agreed to arbitrate bv 
making substantial reductions. It is said that the mills w ill 
soon offer paper at a price little advanced over old schedules 

Heney has gone after the paper robbers with the same 
indomitable courage and thoroughness of preparation with 
which he confronted the San Francisco corporation looters. 
The evidence against the manufacturers is said to be com¬ 
plete, and not withstanding the disposition of the manipu¬ 
lators to recede from their former arbitrary stand, criminal 
prosecution will follow. 

When the government can spare Heney it might be a 
good idea for California to put him in the governor’s chair 
for a term or two. There are political and economic pro¬ 
blems in this state which need attention in the rough-shod 
and effective manner which Heney‘has shown in the work 
previously undertaken. 


DANGERS OF “DEFENSIVE” WARFARE 

Duluth Herald:—Compulsory universal military train¬ 
ing having been reported out of a Senate committee, is now 
before the Senate and the country. And it is a more vital 
matter than the crisis with Germany, and a graver peril 
lurks within it. It is a proposal that this country adopt a 
military policy modeled on the practices that have put 
Europe where it is today. Those who propose such plans 
as these are usually cunning, and this case is no exception. 

The reserve army created by the compulsory service plan 
would be available, according to terms of the bill, “only in 
the event of a DhlFENSIVE war or the imminence thereof.” 
When you hear that, gentle reader, you are supposed to say: 
“Oh, only a defensive war, eh? Well, then, that’s all right.” 
Can the American people be fooled by such chaff as that? 
Germany is fighting a defensive war today, irs her people 
profoundly believe. Turkey is fighting a defensive war. So 
is France. So is England. EVERY NATION AT WAR IN 
EUROPE TO-DAY IS FIGHTING A DEFENSIVE WAR. 
Indeed, there is no other kind of war nowadays but a defen ¬ 
sive war. “Defensive” is one of the militarist’s conjuring 
words, wherewith he hoodwinks the people—and its sister 
word is “patriotism.”
